Such 
statements weaken the authors’ probable good 
will far inculcating moral and spiritual 
values concerned.

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Help for the Maladjusted 


Today the school age child the target 
mental health practices and propaganda 
and the teacher deluged with informa- 
tion about the needs children. This 
creates more problem areas for the sincere 
teacher and administrator who want 
help the child learn and learn well. 
They want the child progress both 
the academic areas and the develop- 
ment personality. Their concern 
evidenced the changes report cards 
which stress comments and grades refer- 
ring personality attitudes such 
sportsmanship, sharing, and respect for 
the rights others. 


Teachers Need Help 

What happens when the teacher made 
aware the many needs each child 
and then must weigh these needs against 
what she alone can offer her class- 
room? The teacher finds that she ex- 
pected not only capable instructor 
academic subjects but also able 
estimate and guide the child’s personality 
development. simplify her task she 
seeks concrete and specific forms aid, 
such expert help guide her aware- 
ness the various problems and, 
addition developing this knowledge, the 
teacher must feel that she can some- 
thing about the problems. This places 
enormous burden conscientious 
teacher who must not only think the 
bright child. the slow child, but also the 
average child; the nonreader, the poor 
speller; the shy child who does not recite; 
plus the wiggly. the chattery, and the un- 
controllable. 

perform all these tasks efficiently, 
imperative that the teacher know how 
discover the reasons for the difficulties 
the children and receive help through 
administrative channels from the com- 
munity, from the school itself 
which would include psychiatric consulta- 
tion and psychological testing (sometimes 
before the problems become acute). She 
needs better knowledge the meaning 
family background and assistance from 
social workers dealing with the family. 

Teachers may become weary hearing 
much about the mental health 
child, the rights personality, especially 
when they are faced with individual 
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personalities, almost all them capable 
letting loose upon the lone teacher. 
have heard many teachers comment bit- 
terly about the psychiatric interest 
children, perhaps because the emphasis 
seemed completely upon child de- 
velopment without clear picture what 
value teacher has, what problems 
the teacher has. The teachers who have 
read and heard about the children may 
not have had the experience working 
with psychiatrists, psychologists, and social 
workers consultants, particularly those 
specialists who know the school setting 
well and can offer expert help and assume 
some responsibility for the child and the 
problems the teacher. 


Expert Advice Needed 

The teachers well know that there are 
many emotional problems although they 
may not know psychiatric definitions 
them. They know that little children, even 
before they come school, may sense 
that something wrong their home 
that they are not really loved, and per- 
haps are hated, ignored, abused one 
both parents. They know that there 
are many forms which the parents 
express their rejection, terms open 
hostility, indifference, oversolicitude. 

The teacher knows that the child senses 
when disliked, home and 
school, and that something has happened 
within the child. First happens inside 
where does not show, but sooner 
later, and too often, first shows itself 
school the child’s behavior. The 
child, feeling lonely and unhappy, with- 
draws with inner fright from the un- 
comfortable world. But must meet 
and usually does, but not happily 
make friends, participate games 
determines fight back, especially 
against the teachers. Are these not pre- 
cisely the areas which the teacher 
expected help, grade, observe, and 


guide the children her classrooms? 

The struggle the child has begun 
home carried the school and may 
take many forms, sometimes whining 
and pleading, perhaps outrageous behavior 
guaranteed win least the attention 
study, playing hooky, becoming 
teacher’s pet. This latter device be- 
ginning pattern lifelong reaching 
out for favor from those authority. 

The teachers are going encounter 
every type personality problem that 
occurs child who able leave his 
home and attend school. 
are eager kind, gentle, undemand- 
ing, and find their sorrow that this 
not always helpful. Others decide that 
life rough, children must learn how 
get along with anyone, there must 
babying, but they may dealing with 
teen-agers who are really babies under- 
neath their bravado. 

seems obvious that teachers need 
general principles behavior, 
given perhaps first their teacher train- 
ing college, for they educate for 
life and they cannot consider the indi- 
vidual child unless the broad patterns are 
laid down for them. Within this range 
goals and striving education, there 
are countless frustrations for the teacher 
and pupil, and for the parents too. What 
can done help through 
dilemma? 


Case Study 

One case point that particular 
child who entered school five with the 
understanding that was slightly 
tarded. certainly presented poor 
picture boy past five. could not 
speak clearly, drooled and giggled 
silly manner. was extremely impul- 
sive and ran around his room throwing 
books, paints, and other articles the 
floor. often hurled himself 
children threw himself upon the floor 
where would lie and scream and kick. 

The kindergarten teacher patiently and 
calmly tried reason with Ed. The prin- 
cipal would take into his office and 
try combine reasonable attitude with 
authority.

Ed’s mother had gone many places 
with him since was baby because 
she always thought something was wrong 
with him; must mentally retarded.

sion with school welfare worker con- 
tact guidance clinic. School 
welfare workers who deal with problems 
involving family and school kept con- 
tact with and his mother. Although 
was not school now, would 
someday, and they felt that this was the 
time see what was wrong. 

was not easy task help this 
child and the mother. The school people 
felt that they had failed. However. 
and his mother did the clinic 
where was strongly felt that was 
not mentally retarded, but certainly was 
emotionally upset and very infantile. For 
more than year and his mother 
had weekly appointments the clinic for 
treatment their individual and mutual 
problems. 

There were changes, many them 
resulting from the mother’s efforts 


change. Speech therapists had labored 
vain for many months, but Ed’s speech 
cleared through treatment. His drooling 
diminished. His destructiveness was very 
slowly changed and redirected and 
was much less babyish. began want 
read and wanted grow big 
like his much older brother. 

then went different parochial 
school and was placed first grade. The 
school knew his difficulty and contacted 
the school welfare worker and consul- 
tation was arranged. Principal, teacher, 
and clinic personnel well the welfare 
worker discussed how they could best 
help both discipline and aca- 
demic learning. 

The knowledge imparted this con- 
ference must have been helpful and effec- 
tive, for remained school. Occa- 
sionally the welfare worker the 
teacher consulted with the clinic, for 
was upsetting, initially. 

The Sister teacher was calm, quiet, 
and warm person, who, with the support 
her principal, was able handle 
specific ways. Also the school under- 


stood the parents better and was able 
work more effectively with and 
his mother. Mainly, the teacher showed 
she was able control herself, the class, 
and and she never sent him home 
from school threatened for 
misbehavior. 

would have pleased ex- 
school, home and upset 
his mother and thus start the furor all 
over again. The school was also con- 
vinced that the boy was not mentally 
retarded, and this certainly helped the 
teacher and Ed. 

Children cannot always helped 
quickly and effectively with their behavior 
and learning problems, but someone 
had not started help Ed, using science, 
education, common sense, and mutual co- 
operation, might well be, ten years 
age, one the “uneducable” children 
who present not only school problem 
but big social problem well.

poor start. This shows that parents are 
not always the most accurate sources 
information and that the school cannot 
always handle the parents who may 
overwrought and disturbed about their 
child.

Certainly all com- 
munities and school systems not have 
comparable outside aids the forms 
administration aware the needs that 
are increasing the school system 
our range information extended and 
they are seeking means 
teacher give more than lip service 
the ideals and expanding 
education. 
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The teachers our Catholic schools 
grew during the time when the slogan 
Catholic leaders was: Every Catholic 
child Catholic school. Then, course, 
the main problems were building and 
staffing schools, getting the children 
come them, and giving them the best 
possible training there. communities 
where this was being realized, there 
seemed nothing further done the 
local scene, practically the only apos- 
tolic opportunities offered pupils were 
praying and contributing the foreign 
missions. If, community, the Cath- 
olic school was nonexistent inadequate, 
classes were conducted 
priest religious teachers for the 
public school children many came. 
save personnel, all the children were 
taught one class two, and First 
Communicants were given 
instruction. This, seems, was accepted 
was hoped that the Catholic school would 
eventually absorb all these children. For 
the work going after careless fallen 
away families, giving adequate help 
teen-agers public schools out 
school, young people, adults more 
less poorly instructed, non-Catholics 
who might interested there 
tically organized action. 


Expansion Our Mission 

Those who accepted this the 
normal picture the past may perhaps 
excused for the past, but for the 
present excuse holds—for obvious 
reasons. Consider the fabulously increasing 
child population with which the Catholic 
schools cannot keep pace, the general 
decay morals and prevalent serious 
temptations modern life, the weakening 
influence the family toward moral and 
religious living, the neopaganism stemming 
from rationalism and from secularism, and, 
above all, the reiterated call the popes 
dispel error the spread Truth 
and make use every possible means 
so. 

What, then? the Catholic school not 
important? Certainly, but the Catholic 
school not the last word the teach- 
ing obligation the parish. 
becoming evident that any Catholic- 
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school teacher who still teaches 
will find her work futile the end. 
For whenever part mistaken for the 
whole and operations are carried ac- 
cordingly, there bound serious 
imbalance, great waste energies, and 
usually even harm the work the 
whole. 

Then, our role teachers changed? 
Yes, sense, may say so. least, 
our point view must changed, our 
vision enlarged, the effect seek 
accomplish different. must, first 
all, see the whole picture. This not 
difficult. not necessary study the 
Catholic Almanac. look 
the parish will do: Are the children 
being taught Christian doctrine? sixty- 
minute instruction once seven days with 
large mixed class sufficient? enough 
being done, anything, for the Catholic 
teen-ager public schools? What those 
out school? adults know their 
religion? Can parents taught what 
for their children during those crucial 
pre-school years? What about the non- 
Catholics within the parish boundaries 
who may interested? course, all 


those souls have right Christian doc- 
trine, and someone must dispense 
them! Such view the field can 
staggering. Cries the already overburdened 
teaching Sister: “Must start teaching 
everyone else besides the with whom 
struggle every day?” 


The Means Hand 

That question must, course, asked. 
And fortunately has already been asked 
and given answer, answer that fills 
every need, faces every and has 
benefits immeasurably beyond the immedi- 
ate goal. the answer the Holy 
Spirit speaking through the Church: “In 
every parish there shall instituted, 
and before all others, accordance with 
Canon 711:2 Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine embracing its membership all 
who are capable teaching promoting 
catechetical instruction.” directed the 
Sacred Congregation the Council (Jan., 
1935) following recommendations and 
directives popes back the sixteenth 
century, and the new Code Canon Law. 

There can scarcely any religious 
teacher who has not seen heard some- 
thing the Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine.

Work for Religious 

There are some immediate areas

course this pertinent the 
catechist, and especially those young 
men and women who make large 
percentage the teachers engaged 
the program the Confraternity Chris- 
tian Doctrine.

And 
because teachers religion have 
failed bring the doctrine life, failed 
also show the dynamic nature our 
Faith, and its vital importance twentieth- 
century man? Have our young teachers, 
perhaps, reproduced the sometimes dull 
techniques their own tutors, whom 
unkind critic remarked that “they 
treat the Mystical Body though they 
were conducting autopsy!” 

his provocative little book “Are 
Really Teaching Religion?” Mr. Frank 
Sheed treats this very matter: 

those who have come us, 
the ones most recently school, have 
been taught apologetics and have been 
taught very well, though too often they 


have been trained answer 
questions and not today’s that when 


they meet living objector, the sword 
their apologetic breaks their hand, 
proves fact true sword, but 
only good imitation. However that may 
be, there invariably one most extraordi- 
nary thing about their apologetics. They 
have learned the proofs all sorts 
Catholic doctrines, but they not know, 
and seem have desire know, what 
the doctrines themselves mean: they are 
once uninformed and incurious about

From another quarter similar observa- 
tion concerns the young Catholic’s intro- 
duction the truths Faith they 
are presented his catechism, and his 
relations them his investigation 
his own life:

How. then, should catechist proceed?

Thereafter came the Ten Commandments, 
the six commandments the Church, 
followed the doctrine grace, and 
finally the Sacraments. The great objec- 
tion this system that doctrines 
arrange themselves the student’ minds, 
Sheed puts it, like pile instead 
pattern. What suitable for theological 
manual with its isolated treatises, peda- 
gogically unsound the catechism class. 
The thing do, then, weave 
pattern. this, one must select 
theme that will recur again and again 
his teaching. Such central idea 
necessity first and foremost for the 
catechist himself. After has mastered 
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2Faith, Reason, and Modern Psychiatry, Braceland, 
p. 198. 
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it, will able lead his students, 
gradually and slowly, comprehend and 
appreciate also. course the process 
necessary. have here nothing else than 
human action: Man, every human act, 
acts for end. 


Choosing Master Idea 


The first step for the then. 
adopt central, dominant master 
idea toward which all instruction will 
directed. will direct every lesson 
that the child will have 
ability relate the doctrine hand 
fundamental and living truth that has 
the power guide both thought and 
action. All religious truth will rooted 
the master idea; every commandment, 
every religious practice will take its mean- 
ing from it. The ideal will have 
nothing left isolation, have all 
truth seen ultimately living whole. 
God has told that Truth 
nothing less than Christ. the 
Truth!” 

What theme. master idea, seems 
most fully satisfy our needs, and 
bring home personal way each 
student the tremendous import 
Faith? There are three points con- 
sider, before attempting answer. 

First, should understand that the 
catechist not theologian, who orders 
his doctrinal exposition toward God under 
the aspect Deity.

Third, should understand that man 
spectator life. vastly more con- 
cerned when participant, when 
feels personally committed.

This life both filial, with 
respect God, and fraternal, with respect 
all other and has signficance for 
not only our temporal but 
eternal happiness.

Lancasterian System 

The Lancasterian system was plan 
monitorial instruction groups tens, 
usually making possible the instruction 
great numbers pupils inexpensively, de- 
vised Joseph Lancaster (1778-1838) 
and Andrew Bell young 
teacher twenty, Lancaster began work- 
ing out program classroom manage- 
ment teach the poor his semicharity 
school. Lancaster divided his classes 
300 even 1000, into groups ten 
taught the brighter students following 
manual prepared him. (Lancaster’s 
Improvement Education, 1803 later 
edition published America was The 
Lancasterian System Education and Im- 
provement, Baltimore, Md., 1821.) The 
function the teacher became one 
training and supervising the monitor “to 
organize, reward, punish, and in- 
spire” Lancaster’s biographer David 
Salmon put it. The characteristics the 
plan noted Parker (The History 
modern Elementary Education) were: (1) 
school keeping school management was 
carefully organized and routine was planned 
and waste eliminated reduced; (2) 
schoolrooms and educational apparatus was 
especially planned for the specific educa- 
tional use; (3) there was careful and 
flexible classification pupils; (4) was 
active school with social factors; and 
(5) provided for training monitors 
and thus leading the training teachers. 
Through the activity the British and 
Foreign School Society (1808) the Lan- 
casterian system became instrument 
providing nonsectarian instruction for the 
poor English, and through activity and 
sponsorship the Free School Society 
the Public School Society did 
the same service the United States and 
helped prepare the way (by virtue 
its cheapness training large numbers) 
for the public schools and public taxation 
for the schools. was transitional step 
support schools public taxation.

One the basic difficulties Amer- 
ican education the extent which 
has gone “overboard” the social con- 
ception education. This due 
neglect basic fact human ex- 
perience and human education, namely, 
that the only place where education 
takes place human mind. The 
social conception education the 
ultimate end education reached ab- 
surdity the social revolutionary ob- 
jectives education the 
Count’s Dare the Schools Build New 
Social Order? was the most obvious and 
glaring illustration.

The most obvious con- 
temporary illustrations are the absurd- 
ities Brameld’s Reconstructionism. 

The whole effort directed mak- 
ing changes the individual phys- 
ical, intellectual, spiritual, or, the 
more conventional terminology psy- 
chology, his thinking, feeling, and 
willing. the making men that 
the objective education. The na- 
ture man analyzed Allers re- 
veals him living constantly, school 
and out, four realms being: the 
physical including the organic and in- 
organic realm; the realm persons, 
such communities; the realm 
mind; and the realm spirit, mem- 
ber the Mystical Body Christ. 
all these realms there are influences af- 
fecting him and what become, 
besides what happens the school. 
This his complete education. 

The purpose all this self-activity 
his part achieve the highest 
potential human nature his indi- 
vidual case. religious person, 
will direct this educational self-ac- 
tivity the realization the promises 
Christ the Beatific Vision. any 
case, will live the world, and 
acts according his lights the situ- 
ation which finds himself from 
minute minute. Whatever his view 
himself and his self-ideal, what- 
ever his view the universe, what- 
ever comes think God, the 
soul, and immortality, whatever his 
philosophy will find ex- 
pression his social action, the real 
object which achieve fuller 
realization his self all its aspects 
and potentialities.

Among the founders the Republic, 
who included other men wide reading 
and high scientific attainments, Jefferson 
was unique being also devoted the 
arts, gifted creative artist far 
reaching influence. While Europe

Certainly there was nothing the region 
with which was familiar arouse his 
interest, and, since his imagination had 
been stirred even during his college days 
Williamsburg, safe surmise that 
owed the development (in part 
least) this side his character 
his intimacy with Tauquier, the accom- 
plished Royal Governor; with Professor 
Small, his teacher; and the learned jurist, 
George Wythe. doubt one the other 
brought his attention the works 
Andrea Palladio, the leader the Italian 
classical architecture the fifteenth cen- 
tury, with whose plates was familiar.

less authority than Fiske Kimball has 
said them that “his architectural drafts- 
manship, illustrated the earlier ele- 
vation Monticello, beyond comparison 
with the crudeness the published draw- 
ings other native designers the time, 
and remained unrivaled till the advent 
Thornton and the first well-trained archi- 
tects from abroad during the last years 
the eighteenth century.” 
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are indebted this famous critic 
for the monumental book, with illustra- 
tions Jefferson the architect. This text 
published privately and too expensive for 
general sale, found some 
libraries the United States and abroad. 


Architect and Inventive Genius 


Architecture the third President was 
pleasure. Not only for his friends did 
draft, but was forever busy upon 
some plan diagram model. Marie 
Kimball, close student Jefferson’s 
interest furniture, points out that: “His 
furniture makers Monticello made nu- 
merous pieces from his drawings; so, his 
personal papers abound with sketches 
tables and chairs and minute calculations 
for their construction. Mr. Jefferson had 
tireless passion for introducing ingenious 
features into his furniture may 
safely said that any so-called Jeffersonian 
furniture showing ingenuity design may 
very likely have come from Monticello. 
The master indulged his taste for special 
tables, clocks, desks, chairs, etc.” 

During Jefferson’s first administration, 
visitor the President’s residence was 
shown about. Among the interesting things 
noted the visitor, was odd but 
useful contrivance for hanging jackets 
and breeches machine like stile. 
Another contemporary describes set 
circular shelves contrived the wall 
that touching spring they turned 
into the room loaded with dishes placed 
them. When another visitor lingered 
over singular piece furniture, Jefferson 
touched spring upon and little doors 
flew open disclosing goblet water, 
decanter wine, plate light cakes, 
and night taper. The President explained 
used this when sat late and did 
not wish bother servant.

building was manifesto classic monu- 
mentality, simplicity, and dignity which 
established the character the public 
buildings the new states and the 
nation. This marked epoch architec- 
ture the first reproduction 
classic temple for modern political use. 


City Washington 

When federal government 
lished constitution, Jefferson the 
first Secretary State had further op- 
portunity implant his artistic ideas. 
aided the French engineer, L’Enfant, 
the planning the new federal city 
Washington and urged him the adop- 
tion classical models for public build- 
ings. When L’Enfant quarreled with the 
authorities, Jefferson proposed holding 
competition for designs for the capitol and 
the President’s house, and himself sub- 
mitted anonymously one for the latter 
based Palladio’s Villa Rotunda, while 
encouraging the gifted French architect 
Stephen Hallett prepare one for the 
Capitol within the body peristyle 
temple.

architect and builder, this eminent 
draftsman knew balance, symmetry, and 
beauty. understood elements not only 
sound construction but also classic 
grace and design.

Chastellux under the guidance 
native search the home the 
young philosopher whose fame 
ready reached France, emerged length 
from the woods within sight Monticello 
and dismissed his guide. His impressions 
have been preserved 
book which recorded them: 

“This house which our third Pres- 
ident was the designer and often one 
the workmen, rather elegant and 
Italian taste though not without fault. 
consists one large pavilion, the entrance 
which the porticoes ornamented 
with pillars. The ground floor consists 
very large lofty salon, which 
decorated entirely antique style; above 
library the same form; two 
small wings, with only ground floor and 
attic story joined this pavilion, com- 
municated with the kitchen, offices, 
which form kind basement story, 
over which runs terrace.” 

Actually Monticello (Little Mountain) 
isn’t little when takes about half 
hour reach the top from the base. 
Situated lofty top where aesthetic 
sense for beauty would have perfect 
backdrop, the Marquis explains that his 
detailed description has for its object 
show the difference between this and the 
other houses the country, since 
could safely assert that Mr. Jefferson 
the first American who has consulted the 
fine arts know how should shelter 
himself from the weather. 

Always individualist, never afraid 
innovation and unimpressed precedent 


was almost unique among his Virginia 
contemporaries selecting mountaintop 
for home. The tendency the period 
was prefer valleys. And keeping with 
this innovation, had mind another 
greater significance, the architectural 
planning the house. that time and 
the early eighteenth century, there was 
little disposition among the Virginians 
give heed the possibilities architec- 
ture their constructing. Most the 
buildings were frame, and few even 
the larger ones made any pretension 
architectural charm beauty. Houses 
were constructed afford comfortable 
protection from the weather, and with 
thought the aesthetic. was therefore 
almost revolutionary for Jefferson ap- 
proach the building Monticello the 
spirit the artist. time succeeded 
making poem brick and mortar. 

Thus, these comparatively serene 
with which are concerned, the 
carroty-headed young man, already dis- 
tinguished internationally political po- 
lemics the bar, might often have been 
seen bending over his drafting board, giv- 
ing happy rein his imagination and his 
love beauty brick and stone. Because 
his gift was well known his friends, 
was frequently importuned draw the 
plans for houses they were building, and 
number the charming mansions 
seen today the neighborhood came from 
his blueprints: Edgehill, Farmington, Edge- 
mont. Ampthill, and Barboursville, their 
tall Roman porticoes establishing the type 
prevail the ante-bellum South. 

advanced years worked lovingly 
over plans for Monroe’s beautiful house 
Loudoun County, Virginia; and long 
before, when Monroe was very limited 
his means, was Jefferson who planned 
the house Ashlawn near Monticello. 
And nothing could 
than the ingenuity with which made 
the most the financial limitations his 
disciple. 


Jefferson did not neglect opportunities 
foster the arts. created the post 
surveyor public buildings, appointing 
Benjamin Henry Latrobe, well trained 
England, who had just finished the ad- 
mirable Bank Pennsylvania, the first 
monument Greek revival America. 
was who completed the wings the 
old Capitol, and who began its rebuilding 
after was burned the British. 
Jefferson himself while occupied the 
White House, are due its circular portico, 
facing toward the Potomac and its long 
flanking colonnades.

“It expected that all school adminis- 
trators desiring recognition their high 
school will meeting the ‘classroom driver 
the School Code Article 27, Section 24. 
This means. that the complete course 
not offered. minimum lessons 
classroom driver education must 
taught all high schools that wish 
maintain their status recognized schools 
the state Illinois. 

The ideal situation regarding the extent 
the driver education program high 
schools would provide the complete 
program driving instruction classroom 
and behind-the-wheel instruction. However,

ing instruction. Whether the school teaches 
the complete course just the classroom 
phase, certainly both cases the ultimate 
aim goal identical—to equip young 
drivers with the skills and attitudes nec- 
essary drive safely and sanely 
improve the nation’s serious street and 
highway conditions and reduce the 
number accidents and law violations. 


Course Catholic School 

The purpose this paper offer 
some suggestions and ideas Catholic sec- 
ondary school administrators and teachers 
across the country for organizing and 
scheduling course classroom driver 
education. Our school introduced course 
this kind into its curriculum during 
the past year, and our hope that 
the experience have gained will stand 
guide other Catholic schools that 
have not yet attempted undertake 
the classroom phase driver education. 
our particular situation, with slight 
adjustments, the course was made avail- 
able during the regular school day our 
seniors boys and girls. All were eager 
follow the course preparation for 
the time when some qualified, competent 
person, preferably not parent, would 
coach them driving car. Even the 
seven eight licensed drivers the 
group manifested desire benefit from 
the subject. 

date, the qualifications necessary for 
teaching the required classroom 
course the high schools Illinois are 
none other than that the instructor 
certified high school teacher. Knowledge 
driving and driving experience, plus 
valid driver’s license, however, help 
command the respect the students. 
effect such attitude our students, 
the teacher selected conduct the course 
attended formal driving school, approved 
the Chicago Motor Club, learned how 


drive, and obtained valid driver’s 
license. This augmented the prestige 
the teacher and impressed the students. 
They felt that the teacher selected was 
interested person with proved ability 
drive and trained content and method 
for teaching the course. 

The course extended over period 
eight weeks and covered total 
lessons. Two groups were arranged, each 
numbering 36. Classes met daily for 
regular minute period. One fourth 
credit was granted for the course. 

Each student was requested purchase 
the visualized textbook, The Road 
(Cambridge Book Company, New York, 
Y.). The book “presents the subject 
safe driving highly readable man- 
The students found the book con- 
cise, illustrative, interesting, stimulating, 
date, and authoritative. The numer- 
ous objective tests, exercises, and essay 
questions following each chapter served 
self-testing program. addition, each 
student received copies the Digest 
Illinois Laws and the Rules 
the Road. 


the Course 

The objectives that hoped attain 
were those found The Syllabus 
Driver Education. “The classroom phase 
high school driver education should 
lead students understanding the 
physical, mental, and emotional character- 
istics that affect driver 
behavior. should enable them rec- 
ognize those deficiencies that affect their 
traffic practices, and know how 
remedy compensate for them. 

“Driver education should 
derstandings, attitudes, and appreciations 
which are necessary for safe, sane, and 
courteous use our streets and highways. 
Special attention should given the 
teacher the development proper 
driver attitudes. 

third major outcome should the 
acceptance responsibility for the con- 
servation life, health, and property 
traffic. feeling civic responsibility for 
improvement traffic conditions through 
co-ordinated programs legislation, ad- 
ministration, engineering, technical train-

Procedures Followed

Traffic safety specially 
selected driver education films 
strips added much the enrichment and 
vitalization the teaching program. 
addition, each student was held responsi- 
ble for complete mastery the Rules 
the Road and the Digest Illinois Traffic 
Laws. 

During the course instruction the 
textbook was followed closely. 
cipal units covered during the eight week 
period included those found The Road 
Better Driving: The Automobile and 
You; The Essentials Driving; 
Basis for Sound Driving; Living the 
Motor Age; Automatic Transmission. 

Was our classroom driving instruction 
course the past year successful 
attaining its objectives? Was worth the 
time, and energy expended the 
teacher and students? What are the best 
methods evaluating course this 
nature? 


Students’ Appraisals 
The formal methods used evaluating 
the course were essentially through the 
results oral and written tests. How- 
ever, the reactions the students

The 
administrator does not ordinarily possess 
the technical background illuminating 
engineer, and yet, the 
expected have basic knowledge 
current trends and standard practices. 
should also able evaluate his own 
lighting situation order pass in- 
telligent judgment the more detailed 
observations architect, contractor, 
engineer. Lastly, the administrator often 
asked decide upon the type lighting 
fluorescent. Some the factors which will 
influence his decision are incorporated 
the following questions which may 
asked administrator who has been 
informed suspects need for re- 
illumination. 


What are the standard lighting 
practices the ordinary school 
situations? 


There are both quantitative and qualita- 
tive standards which must met before 
eye comfort assured. The unit quan- 
light the “foot-candle, which 
equivalent the light falling surface 
one foot away from ordinary candle.

strain. These insufficiencies can sensed 
(1) the difference brightness between 
two adjacent objects not comfortable 
(2) the ceilings, walls, desks not 
reflect the proper percentage light. Be- 
low chart proper brightness ratios 
the ordinary classroom. Since brightness 
“reflected illumination,” see from 
the figure that the visual task should 
relatively three times bright the desk 
background. 

brief, brightness equivalent the 
number foot-candles multiplied the 
reflection factor percentage light re- 
flected from surface. Below drawing 
which the proper reflection factors are 
indicated for ordinary classroom surround- 
ings. 


How these standards compare 
with conditions school? 

Have your disposal foot-candle 
meter. These instruments are small, inex- 
pensive, and easy read. glance they 
will indicate whether room must 
cleaned order restore the proper 
lighting levels. 

Place the meter desk against 
chalkboard, and read directly the level 
illumination. known that the light- 
ing equipment adequate, then any de- 
ficiency the quantity illumination 
means that cleaning ceiling, fixtures, 
and walls necessary. 

Brightness ratios can judged ap- 
proximately eye. The important reason 
for knowing the proper ratios that the 
administrator able intelligently query 
the architect illuminating engineer, who 
plans lighting program. 

The reflection factors cannot easily 
judged eye. But manufacturers or- 
dinarily specify the reflection factors

What should done the quan- 
tity light low the light 
seem glaring, shadowy, spotty? 

Clean the light fixtures and then the 
walls and ceiling. Old lamps might also 
replaced. the ceiling and walls are 
light color, and the quantity and quality 
light are still found unsatisfactory, 
then rather certain that the lighting 
equipment inadequate. 


Should new equipment 
incandescent fluorescent? 

For the sake brevity this article will 
treat fluorescent lighting terms 
rapid (instant) starting “hot cathode” 
equipment. There are other types fluo- 
rescent fixtures such the flickering-start 
“hot cathode” and instant starting “cold 
cathode.” The many types differ funda- 
mentally the way which they produce 
fluorescence. Their lamp lives differ also, 
but the over-all costs vary only slightly. 

equipment can provide the same proper 
quantity and quality light. Modern 
fluorescent lamps come many 
seven shades, one which approximates 
the soft color incandescent. New fluo- 
rescent fixtures are also instant starting, 
though the old flickering-start type are 
still available.

There difference over-all cost 
between incandescent and fluorescent equip- 
ment. brief, the initial purchasing cost 
incandescent fixtures less than half 
that fluorescent. But the operating cost 
fluorescent less than half that 
incandescent fixtures over working period 
ten years. This short statement and the 
following cost analysis are most accurate 
for lighting situation midwestern 
climate and place where power 
relatively inexpensive.

Because the high wattage 
the standard incandescent lighted class- 
room, many old wiring systems are unable 
handle the heat the increased current.
